PHILADELPHIA 一 This city”s 
Chinatown，which just celebrated 
its centennial two years ago, is ip 
danger of literally being strangled 
Under proposed urban redevelop- 
ment plans. 

If both city and state projects 
are built, Chinatown will be hem- 
med in on all four sides. The ten 
lane Vine Street Expressway，a 
state _ highway， w 鹿 form the 
northern bohnndary and the Mar- 
ket Street East project，a_ multi- 
Imillion dollar complex of offices 
and department stores, the south- 
ern one. 


The community will be flanked 
by ramps on the remaining two 
sides connecting the business com- 
plex with the expressWay. These 
projects will not only stop any 
future expansion of the com- 
munity, but destroy existing facil- 
ities， 

EVADED 

The plans were formulated in 
1966. Community leaders charge 
that though the broad outlines of 
the plans had been made public 


_then，the governmental agencies 


concerned continuously evaded 
further inquiries by the com-

This lack of information，cou-

Another is blocking the project 
becausy of possible violations of 
such regulations as those requiring 
enVironmental impact studies on 
Tenewal programs. 

We're trying very hard to get 
acroSs to _ both government of- 
ficials and the general public an 
awWareness of the communities 
needs, Says Ms. Leung.“And how 
can 3a community survive 让 it's 
boxed in on all four Sides?”she 
asks.

“The Chinese-American community in Greater New York, along 
WwWith other Chinese-American commnunities . . .pledge to defend 
vigilantly our free institutions and enterprises against the blackmail 
and encroachment of Chinese Communist agents,， who undoubtedly 
will take advantage of their newly gained status in attempting to 
move in and take over Our communities 交 according to the 
statement. 

We also notice that Taipei has stepped up its promotional tactics 
in the United States by buying four full pages of advertising space in 
the Time magazine， 

In the United States，anybody who has the dough can place an 
advertisement to blow his own horn. There is no law against this 
practice; especially when the advertisement Says Tepeatedly that the 
space Was paid for by ' the goverInment and the business community 
of the Republic of China.”

WASHINGTON 一 Ithe Con- 
gress and White House approve of 
a new movement there may be bi- 
lingual federal courts serving non- 
English-speaking residents. 

Sen. John Tunney (D-Calif.) is 
now drafting a bilingual courts act 
that will provide translation per- 
.SOnnel and _ equipment in every 
federal district with 50,000 or 
more residents whose Primary flu- 
ency is in another language-. 

The Tunney legislation is being 
circulated among judges and law- 
yers for criticism and the defini- 
tion of “non-English-speaking” is 
still being questioned. 

Under Tunney's Plan the new 
program would provide a broad- 
ened System of justice for Asian 
Americans on the West Coast and 
in 百 awali，Mexican-Americans in 
California and the Southwest, and 
French-speaking residents of Maine 
and Louisiana. 

The basic objective of a bilingual 
court is-to guarantee a fair trial to 
those who do not understand 
courtroom English and who are 
unable to follow the proceedings 
and the testimonies. 

Under the plan，at least one 
courtroom in each federal district 
would have a soundproof translat- 
ing booth and earphones so that 
both parties .and lawyers could 
hear either English or another lan- 
guage at the same time.

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FOSSIL ELEPHANT 
FOUND IN CHINA 

HONGKONG=-Two well-pre- 
SerVed fossil skeletons of an ex- 
tinct Species of elephant (elephus 
namadicus) have been unearthed 
in Anhwei Province in China. The 
fossils，which are the first com- 
plete specimens eyer discovered in 
China，were found at the end of 
last year in 3a Water conserVancy 
Work-site on the Huai River. Only 
small portions of toe bones and 
vertebrae are missing from the 
specimens. 了 Paleontologists esti- 
mate that the elephant lived in the 
Huai River valley about 300,000 
years ago, in the quaternary peri-

Totepad and pen out of his pocket 
to jot down data, Anthropologist 
Francis 工 .K. Hsu paid a brief visit 
to San Francisco CRinatown last 
Week. 

Professor Hsu was on his way 
back to Northwestern University 
from Honolulu，where he deli- 
vered the William P. Menninger 
Memorial Lecture at the annual 
conyvention of the American 
Psychiatric Association . 

Nothing seemed irrelevant to 
his inquisitive and probing mind. 
“Who did you say are the political 
actiVists here2 .. 。 What was that 
movie again? . . .Where can TI get 
that article on the youth problems 
in the San Francisco Chinese com- 
munity2” 

The Social Scientist's answer to 
Sherlock Holmes interrupted his 
anthropological sleuthing long en 
ough to talk about himself and his 
theories. Some samples: 

“China today is more different 
from the United States than when 
Marco Polo saw her. They are 
Imoying in opposite directions, eX- 
cept what China is doing is not 
Ieally exportable. 


Continuity 
“There are two features that 


characterize my work: First, Tam 
interested in large literate socie- 
ties. Second, I am only interested 
in comparative studies. 


“There is a basic- continuity 


within each culture. The continu- 
ity of the past and present in 
China has to be distinguished 
from the American continuity， 
Which is_ continuous for example， 
from the ancient Greeks. Even 
Joseph Alsop，you know，the 
turncoat， who had only good 
things to say about China after his 
Tecent Visit，could not appreciate 
“The Red Detachment of Women.， 
Chinese Art and literature has 
nothing to do with love or person- 
al introspection,but Western art is 
full of 让 . How can Chinese art be 
judged by Western standards? 


“China has produced no 
counterparts of Florence Night- 
ingale，St， Francis Xavier，Law- 
rence of Arabia or Carrie Nation 
Who are out to remake the world . 
No Chinese imperial conquerer 
Was evel interested in Spreading 
some religious creed or the Chi- 
nese Way of life.” 

Linking 

Professor Hsu，like Coleridge， 
believes in the merit of linking in 
a cohesive Way disparite ideas. 


TIHE ANTHROPOLOGIC 
PRCOFES3SOR FRANCIS 


Movies like “Midnight Cowboy?” 
and plays like Shakespeare's“Ro- 
meo and Juliet find themselves 
coupled 记 Hsu's prose with to- 
day'"Ss headlines and yesterday?s 
discarded Freudian theory. 

Talking about the shallow 
thinking of social and clinical 
Scientist，Hsu commented about 
the search for the causes of the 
drug problem in America: 

”...nothing (is said) about 
the more fundamental causes of 
the persistence and spread of the 
problem in our society... It is 
this Same culture-bound myopia 
that has prevented our prominent 
social and cjinical scientists from 
coming to grips with most other 
problems，from alienation to the 
bloody carnage on ouUr highways， 
from religious tensions to juvenile 
delinquency，and from sagging 
Imorale of Detroit autoworkers to 
the stealing in the supermiarkets.?” 

Professor Hsu will be back in 
the Bay Area in June to give a 
lecture at Stanford University 
titled “Intersocial Understanding:

two months' visit in China. 

Prof. Hsu，a native of Liaoning 
Province，vacated a teaching post 
at Yunnan University in 1944 and 
eft with bis wife for the U.S. 
pon an invitation from Columbia 
University. At the time the couple 
intended their American stay to 
Be only a temporary sojourn, never 
dreaming that it would be half a 
Hfetime before they would again 
see their native land. 

Finally treading on Chinese soil 
28 years later, the Hsiis saw a new 
society being created. The profes- 
sor declared: “The New China has 
Some characteristics of a utopia. 
Crime and antisocial acts are rare. 
It is true that China is -still faced 
with difficult problems. But then 
which nation doesn't have prob- 
Jems? Certainly overall，China has 
Imade Positive gains which im- 
Bressed me deeply. 

“Pojiitically I am non-patrtisan. 工 
also am an academician Who does 
IOY OWE 到 OFK.” 

“IT- examine and analyze phe- 
nomena on the basis of objective 
facts. The first half of my life was 


im China and the second in the 
U.S. Now, I saw China again，and 
the China I was familiar with is no 
Inore. However,， LI am of the opin- 
ion that China today is moving in 
the right direction.” 

1,000 SLIDES 

The old scholar carefully record- 
ed what he saw and heard in his 
native land，filling 14 notebooks 
and taking 1,000 lanterm slides. He 
voiced the belief that one can 
grasp the significance of present 
developments in China only if one 
has a good understanding of mod- 
ermn Chinese history. He felt that 
Inany visitors from the West,， not 
having the necessary historical 
background，really did not fully 
comprehend the situation in the 
New China. 

“Most: of them had little under- 
standing of the impact of the 
Western invasion of China，its 
shattering effect upon traditional 
Chinese society，and the subse- 
quent treatment of Chinese people 
by the West and Japan. These-visi- 
tors could only make judgments 
basedq on their background of 
Western history and Western atti- 
tudes，Thus，Imany could only 
mmarVvel at the fact that the Streets 
are kept so veIy cleanl 

“T do not consider，however， 
that these are the most significant 
Phenomena in China today. More 
important is the new society，its 
People，as well as the person-to-

person relationships. That is where 
LI focus my attention.” 

Prof. Hsii admitted that at pres- 
ent Chinese industries still lagged 
behind the West. But because the 
Chinese People are working to- 
gether toward a common goal, the 
achievement of the goals is facili- 
tated.

Premier Chiang Ching-kuo 


PREMIER CHIANG 
SETS NEW TONE 
TAIPEI 一 Premier Chang 
Ching-kuo， elder son of President 
Chiang Kai-shek, has introduced a 
newW tone into Taiwan pojlitics in 
his first year as Premier. Few of 
his predecessors ever left the capi- 
tal except to yacation ip the 
Imountains but the younger 
Chiang has made a habit of visit- 
ing small cities,，Villages and pro- 
Vincial uniiversities to mingle with 
the people and 'discuss specific 
problems， 
Before he was appointed Pre- 
Imier by his father in May 1972， 


Chiang had held Cabinet-level po-， 


Sitions, but was widely regarded as 
an enigmatic 有 gure. Public impres- 
Sions of him were colored by his 
]ong association with the unpopu- 
lar secret police. 

The new_ visibility of his ad- 
iministration has contributed to a 
better public image，as has his 
IesponsiVeness to the Taiwanese 
majoritys demands for a larger 
share 雇 -the government， Until 
Tecently natives of the Chinese 
Imainland dominated the Taiwan 
government and only a handful of 
the native Taiwanese held gevern- 
ment positions. 

Chiang has appointed an un- 
precedented number of Taiwanese 
to cabinet positions, and a Taiwan 
civilian to the post of Governor of 
Taiwan Province. Early in his ad- 
Iministration the Premier issued a 
set of stringent regulations which 
have won him praise for increasing 
the efficiency and honest of his 
adiministration. Several dozen of- 
ficials have been charged and con- 
Victed of smuggling and other 
abuses of their posts and the civil 
SeiVice has been reformed. 

Government spending has also 
reflected changed policies. Educa- 
tion and agricultural production 
have received increased allot- 
ments， While government con- 
struction and _ military budgets 
have been cut. 

Although Chiang still appears 3 
rather staid and colorless person- 
ality,， he is winning a new Ieputa-
